mountains. 
Througliout its lenirth it is suitable for 
ordinary wagon traffic and for the moat 
part travelers say, heavy motor trucks 


could traverse it with occasional assist- 
ance. 
Always it is within easy reach 
of the river. 


Tlie Santa jNIaria river, rising soni-; 
forty miles south of Cruces ami flow- 
ing northward to Lake Santa Maria, a 
distance of about 200 miles, is a shallow 
stream. 
Cattlemen, driving their herds 
from the upper valley have used its bed 
as a highway for many years. 
Many 
of these m<?n, who live in El Paso, point 
out that if cattle can be driven down 
the Santa 
Maria, cavalry

House Defeats ^^endment 
for Bigger Increase in 
Regular Force. 


Wajihitigton, March* 20.—Representa- 
tive Kahn's proposal to pxit the regular 
army at 220,000 men, an increase of 80,- 
000 over the admuiistration bill, Avaa lost 
iu the house today by a vote of 183 to 
103. 
The house then proceeded to other 
amendments. 


A proi)osal to outdo the Kahn amend- 
ment by making the" army 250,000 men 
Avas lost Avithout a roll call. 
A rising 
vote on the Kahn amendment showed 32 
for it and 153 agamst it. 
Mr. Kahn 
demanded a record vote. 


Representative Kahn's amendment Avas 
taken uj> for tAvo hours' debate today, 
when the house resumed Avork on the 
measure. 
, 


As the amendment Avould bring the 
house bill up to the proposals of the 
senate bill a vote Avas regarded as a test 
on the disposition of the house to agree 
Avith the larger proposals of the senate. 


The tA\;o hours' debate Avas divided 
equally between those Avho favor and 
those Avho oppose the increase. 


Chairman CTiamberlain, of the senate 
military committee, lias decided not to 
call up'his army reorganization bill until 
the house bill comc.4 up. 


"It may be that wo Avill take some 
portions o'f the house bill and revise our 
oAvn, or Ave may merely submit the sen- 
ate bill siS a Bub for the house measure," 
said he. 
"In any event I think I shall 
Avait until the house acts before attempt- 
ing to start general di.scussion of the 
subject in the senate.''

As tlie outcome of a rather thorough canvass of the situation in 
a series of informal conferences held during the past few weeks, the 
decision has been reached to launch within the next few months a 
campaign for funds with which to erect a Young Men's Christian As- 
sociation building in Fort "Wayne. A general committee has been 
named to have the effort in charge and this committee is already 
mapping out plans for the canvass that it is hoped will bring in 
pledges of something like $300,000 fol' this important enterprise. 


It is quite unnecessary to again point the need of a city Y. M. C. 
A. in Fort Wayne. That is so generally recognized, and its absence 
so generally regretted that there is no room for argument. With all 
its growth, its progress and its enterprise, Fort Wayne has been 
shamefully negligent in providing this center of activity for the 
young men with its wholesome surroundings and its religious influ- 
ence. There is in this city a vast army of young men eager for the 
opportunity to embrace its privileges—an army of J'oung men upon 
whose later lives such an institution must inevitably leave its endur- 
ing impress in the cultivating of a finer citizenship and a more whole- 
some view of life. This city has in the past few years been given an 
illustration of possibilities along this line by the Y. W. C. A. All 
that the Y. W. C. A. is doing, for the girls a,nd women the Y. M. C. A. 
will do for the young men—and more. The Y. M. C. A. is- today 
perhaps the most vital public need in Fort Wayne. 


Will the campaign for funds succeed? Most ccrtaiiily. We do 
not believe for a moment the people of Fort Wayne will permit it to 
fail. Unlike the situation in many other cities, no citizen has yet 
come forward with an offer to contribute from $100,000 to $200,000 
toward the enterprise, contingent upon'the raising of an equivalent 
sum by the people at lai-ge. The prospect is that the entire fund 
will have to be raised in much smaller sums than that, but Fort 
Wa}me can do it. Let everybody get ready to do his full share when 
the appeal is made.

Thé Hoosier State Automobile association, headed by A. G. Lup- 
ton, of Hartford Cil^y, is now promoting a movement for ''guidepost 
week," in which it will endeavor to secure the erection at thousands 
of crossroads in Indiana signboards not only emphasizing the ''safety 
first idea," but which will give information as to distance and di- 
rection to the next town.

If they were 
needed then, they are now needed vastly more because of the increase 
of travel over the highways today. The guidepost at the crossroads 
is one of the old time institutions that ought to come back. We trust 
the Hoosier auto folk may be able to bring it to us once more.

of Indiana's tax affairs becomes so well 
recognized that a remedy will be forth- 
cominpf. 
The fjeneral tax situation in 
Indiana, according to Mr. Sims, is easy 
to ascertain 
and 
understand, 
for, ho 
says: 


It is simply a condition which arises 
from economic causes. 
In other words, 
the rate of assessment and taxation has 
become so high that intangible property, 
by which is meant that class which is 
largely represented 
by money, 
notes, 
bonds, mortgages and like Kccurities, can 
not exist and pay the rate. 
Hence, for 
that reason, together with the further 
fact that it is easy of removal or con- 
cealment, it has practically disappeared 
from the tax rolls with the necessary 
eonscijueiice tliat tangible projjert^' pays 
the taxes. 


Mr. Sims efl'ectivi-jy illustrates the ef- 
fect of driving intangible property out 
of the state or into concealment when 
he speaks of its astounding 
decrease. 
Between 1901 and 1912 the assesseii 
value of personal properly 
in Indiana 
lost $18,000,000, in a period when wealth 
was increasing very 
rapidly. 
In 
ths 
same period lands and 
lots with 
ira- 
provements increased in assessed 
value 
more than $100,000,000. 
Of course, there 
could hardly have been an actual de- 
crease in the amount "ilf personal proj»- 
erty in Indiana, but only a decrease in 
the amount that got into the assess- 
ment lists. 
And when personal 
prop- 
erty escapes, the burden falls on i)rop- 
erty that can not be taken away or 
concealed—real 
estate 
and 
improv»- 
ments. 
Raising the rate 
of

tangible property must bear.

eral 
aclieme devised by the 
National 
Housing and Town Planning council. It 
also forms another instance of the way 
the war has dissipated England's indif- 
ference to her internal problems. 


One of the main causes of complaint 
among 
lease-hold 
farmers and 
farm 
hands is the poor housing. Ancient cot- 
tages with the lower floor flush with 
the ground and the roof tjmtched with 
etraw may be picturesque, but they are 
damp and a main cause of the rheuma- 
tism from which the country people suf- 
fer so much. 
Of tho 400,000 cottages, 
about 120,000 are needed in the rural 
districts. 
Families 
are now 
cramped 
into small quarters, living in old and 
mouldy homes or new 
and 
cheaply 
^uilt aflfairs that hkve no modern ideii,< 
or improvements.

with 
small holdings and the intensive culti-

interested in the revolutionary

Ceneral Lnnof Chi-kwanir, 
the 
military i;ovcriior, hiis a tight,prrip on 
affairs and is loyal lo the Peking {jov- 
ernmeut. 
As long- jis lie reniains so, 
there seems to he little danfror of any 
extensive trouble in Canton. 
Half of 
the troo])S commanded by ( ¡eneral Lung 
are Hunanese. 
He has kept these sep- 
arated from ,the troops which make ir,) 
the rest of his forces, and ,so far the 
Hunanese have not made any decided 
move to ioin the movement a<iainBt tiie 
Pekinsr firoverniuent instituted by Yun- 
nan province. 


Canton, even in normal times, is a 
turbulent 
center. 
Bomb-throwinf: 
is 
common in t-his city, and the ijovern- 


1 inent is eojistantly on the look-out fof 
i smniTerlers who brinpr in explosives. Con- 
sequently (ieiieral J.ung lives in a bomb- 
proof yamen and is practically a pris- 
oner. as lie docs not dare to move about 
the city without taking every precau- 
1 tion to protect himself against persons 
' in sympathy Mith the movement against 
N'uan Shi-kai. 


Canton is the irreat trading center of 
South C;hina, and the opinion.«? of the 
merchants may generally be judged by 
their commercial transactions. 
When 
tliey regard the conditions 
unsettled, 
they buy few goods and prepare -.'or 
poor trade. 
At this time Canton mer- 
chants 
arc 
practically 
all 
heavily 
stocked, and are buying more goods. 
'Diis is regarded b.y bankers and oth(ir 
foreigners in Peking ai? a certain indi- 
cation that the Cantonese e.xpect no ex- 
tension of the Yunnan movement into 
Kwantung province. 


Little attention is paid by the man in 
the street to reports from the revolu- 
tionary zone. Even the capture of Sui- 
fu. in Szechuen province, by the Wirt- 
nanese forces, did not create a rippld in 
Canton. 
The annonnceinent that Kavi'I- 
chow ])rovince has joined Y'unnan in a 
movement against Peking ijrovokcd lit- 
tle discussion. 
The Cantonese ai)preei- 
ate fully how sterile and xinimportant 
both- Y'^unnan and Kweichow provinces 
are. 
They realize 
how 
limited the 
wealth of the two provinces is, and ap- 
parently do not attach great importance 
to a movement which has no greater 
financial backing than they believe the 
Yunnaiie.se can command. 


Revolutionaries have found Hongkong 
a poor refuge. 
The British have doi^e 
everything possible to discourage the on- 
emies of Y'uan Shi-kai. 
Demonstrations 
against the Chinese central government 
has been frowned upon, and editors who 
printed matter of a seditions charact^ir, 
have been harshly dealt with by Britisli 
oilicials. 


A missionary retiirned from a twiy 
vears' tour in Yunnan province reports 
that in spite of the revolution, the prov- 
ince is perfectly safe for all foreigners. 
^Missionaries have not been troubled by 
the revolutionaries, and foreign corsor- 


ations engaged in business in Yunn.^n 
liave not been disturbed. 
Every effort 
has been made by the revolutionaries 
to get the sympathy of foreigners. This 
returned" traveler reports that the Yun- 
nanese army is poorly equipped, and 
is especially lacking in clothing. 
fn 
some cases the revolutionaries 
were 
compelled to loot because of absolute 
want of food, clothing, and funds to 
buy the same. 
Tsai Ao is held in .tjic 
highest esteem by the Ytmnanese rev- 
olutionaries, according to the returned 
traveler, and is apparently making the 
best of the limited resources at his com- 
mand.

Shown by Oflftcial

Paris, [March 10.—(Correspondence of 
The Associated Press).—Official 
figures 
just given out by the department of la- 
bor inspection show a revival of indus- 
try and a decrease in the number of' idle 
workmen in France. 
More than half of 
the industrial and commercial establish 
ments of the coilntry closed at the be 
ginning of the war, when an average of 
twenty-four per cent, of the workmen 
were called to the colors. 
Forty-two 
per cent, were thrown out of employ- 
ment by the closing ofc the establish- 
ments, leaving only thirty-four per cent, 
continuing 
to 
earn their wages. 
In 
about 
50,000 establishments 
inspected, 
1,700,000 workmen 
were 
employed 
in 
time of peace. 
The figures fell to one- 
third of that number in August, 1915, 
then increased progressively to 1,300,000 
in January of this year, which is seven- 
ty-seven per cent, of the normal. 
Tak- 
ing into account the twenty-four 
per 
cent, mobilized, there are actually em- 
ployed now in French industries 
one 
per cent, more of workmen than before 
the war. 


These figures would seem incompatible 
wit& the fact that many industries are 
still closed, btit it is explained that,

Rev. Father Noll Talks on 
What Catholic Church 
Believes. 


Tltat llio true dmrch must be ablo to 
speak Avith infallible 
authority 
from 
<'hri.-?i, iaid jtointiiig to many 
poimlar 
misconceptions 
of 
the 
doctrines 
and 
teachings of tlie Catholic church, Rev. 
Father John F. Xoll. of Huntington, ad- 
dressed a vast throng at tlio First Pres- 
byterian church Sunday evening in the 
series of talks 
by clergymen 
setting 
forth the beliefs of flic various denoin- 
inations. 
Hundreds 
^vere 
unable 
to 
gain admission to the church, and Rev. 
Henr}' R. ^Master at once arranged 
to 
have Rev. Fatlier Xoll repeat liis ad- 
dress next Sunday evening. 


The sjieaker o[)enerl his remarks of 
the evening •vvitli the statement 
that 
there would be mucli less of religious 
strife in this world if all the people re- 
ceived their information about his neigh- 
bor's religion from those best qualiiled 
to impart it and not from tliose who 
are in principle hostile to it. 
He spoke 
of prejudice, and stated that jn-ejudice 
is a weakness, a disease of the mind. 


The speaker repudiated 
tlie 
charges

when they tell j'ou that the church be- 
licvos an indulgence means a license to 
sin, (liey are seriously, although perhaps 
unintentionally 
misrepresenting 
the 
cliurcli. 


"The Catholic church," proceeded Rev. 
Xoll, "believes in the Trinity, in other 
words in the three divine persons; the 
follower.s of the belief believe in the in- 
carnation of the Son of Cod and hence 
in the Divinity of Christ. 
They accept 
the entire Bible from 'beginning to end 
as containing (>od's revealed word, but 
however, on the other 
liand 
that 
it 
ceases to Ihi Cod's 
word 
when it 
is 
Mrongly interpreted. 
They believe in 
original sin and believe that Christ in- 
stituted ba])(i.sm to remove original sin 
and to impart a new birth, or supernat- 
ural life of the soul. 


'"The church also believes that Clirist 
instituted six other sacraments besides 
the sacrament of Baptism. 
They 
be- 
lieve that 
without the 
sacrament 
of 
panance that baptism would bo p£ little 
avail to most people. 
Hence, the church 
believes 
that 
Christ 
empowered 
hie 
apostles and their 
successors, 
through 
another sacrament to remove sins com- 
mitted by people after baptism. 
They 
believe that when Christ instituted the 
sacrament of the Lord's Supper hat He 
gave His real flesh and blood to the 
apostles and that at the sam« time He 
empowered them to do the same after 
he had ascended. 


' The Catholic church also believes in 
the immortality of the soul, a place of 
eternal rest and reward, and another 
place of eternal punishment. 
Follow- 
ers of this belief also believe that there 
is an intermediate state of purification 
for those who cannot be classed with 
either the very good or the very bad. 
They believe that the souls of tho class 
in 
the 
intermediate 
place, 
which 
is 
termed purgatory, may be assisted by 
the prayers and 
good 
works of 
the 
faithful on earth. 
Other beliefs of the 
eliureh are: 
A general judgment at the 
end of the world, the resurrection of the 
dead, life eternal, tlie indissolubility of 
the marriage bond, and that God has the 
first claim on a child and that, to kn,ow 
Him is eternal life, therefore the belief 
that such knowledge should be impai1;ed 
along with secular instructions in 
the 
school room. 


"Along with every Christian church 
we believe tliat the son of God .was 
made flesh and dwelt among us and tjiat 
during Christ's mission on this earth .he 
established the church. 
As in the early 
days of the church when people did not 
receive the explanation 
of 
tlH) 
Bible 
through searching in the seriptur»^«, 
church today does not bielievc in the 
self interpretation of the Word of Ood 
'Search in the Scriptures' when carried 
out makes • Christianity a babel of con- 
fusion and is the fruitful source of ^hat 
it'tries to overcome viz: 
Agnbsticism, 
infidelity and indifference." 


Rev. Noll then gave concrete examples 
of how it was possible for people to be- 
come confused when searching the Scrip- 
tures.

Rev. Noll closed bis remarks 
as follows:

church against the. city to enjoin the 
collection of assessments - for these im- 
provements, The transcript of the deci- 
sion has been received in the city and 
City Attorney Guy Golerick is out of 
town, so tho view of the municipal le- 
gal department as to the effect of the 
decision is not known. 
The belief is 
held, however, by those who have read 
the digest of the opinion that the city 
will have to pay the entire coat of i»- 
stalling tho conduits and wires that 
supply current to. the ornamental lights 
on these streets and pay for the cdst 
of the lamp ppsta and lamps at street 
iutersectionB.

tion of Monsieur R. I^egouez, president 
of the National Union of ]\Ianufactur- 
ers' Trademarks association, and one of 
the directors of the principal Paris snb- 
way. 


"We expect," he says, "that after the 
war the economic struggle between the 
present adversaries will bo quite 
as 
lively, and will probably be waged with 
the same moral conceptions as the mil- 
itary operations. 
Every means already 
known and new ones will ba used and 
developed to assimilate products of ii 
nationality 
for which a certain anti- 
pathy has developed in a great 
many 
countries. 
So far as our interior marks 
arc concerned, none of the laws in force 
prevent imported merchandise onco liav- 
ing passed the customs house being sold 
under tlio iiaine and trademark 
of a 
merchant establishment 
i7i France, no 
matter what that trademark may be, 
and it i.s obvious that it may be such a 
mark as would give to the

merchandise, so far as the buyer is con- 
cerned, all the appearances of being a 
French production.

BIG OUTDOOIISW 
SEniK^TO BUIID 


Efforts to Secure Drawings 
of Old Fort Wayne for 
Pageant Scene. 


One of the most striking scenes in 
tlie coming centennial 
pageant 
to be 
given at Reservoir park for three nights 
in June will represent the dedication of 
the Fort as completed by General "Mad 
Anthony" Wayne in 1794. Scenic artists 
from abroad will work with local de- 
signers to work out several of the "pic- 
tmes" of which this is probably the most 
importaiit. 
Pageant Master Robertson 
and Author Rice will co-operate to make 
tliis particular scene as impressive as 
possible. 


In this connection, it is intei-esting to 
note that up to the present time no, 
drawings of the actual American forts 
which occupied tlie site of Fort Wayne 
have ever been produced. 
However, as 
a result of a week's recent visit>to De- 
troitfB. J. Griswold, while digging into 
a vast amount of material relating to the 
liistory of Fort Wayne, unearthed a let- 
ter Avrittcii by Major John Whistler, 
while in command of Fort Wayne in 
1815, Avhich tells of enclosing a drawing 
of the fort to the war department. 
Mr. 
Griswold already liad knowledge of a 
drawing of the 
original 
fort 
which 
^Vayllo sent to the secretary of war in 
1704, but all efforts to discover it liave 
failed. 
It is believed 
to 
have 
been 
burned in the fire of 1814 which 
de- 
stroved manj-^ valuable documents 
in 
Washington. 
The Whistler map, if it 
can be found, will prove to be a "find" 
indeed. 
Mr. 
Griswold 
communicated 
Avith the war department, describing the 
drawing of Wayne and also the Wiistler 
drawing. 
The following response has 
been received from the wax department. 


' Careful search has been made in the 
records of this office, but such search 
has failed to discover either of the maps 
described by Mr. Griswold. 
Two maps 
have, however, been foiuid. 
One is en- 
titled 'Maps of the Resen^ations at Fort 
Wayne, Ind., S.iirvcyed June, 1803, by 
Thomas Freeman.' 
The other map is 


ithout formal title or date. 
It is listed 
a;, 'Plan of Fort Wayne, with the land 
and buildings in its vicinity.' 
It is un- 
fortunately in such a mutilated condi- 
tion that it can only be reproduced by 
tracing, and some portions of the draw- 
ing arc missing. 
It is believed that a 
tracing copy could bo made for $25." 


The map made by Wayne is not of 


the same fort as that drawn by Whistler. 
Wayne's fort was buijt in 1794. WTiistler 
built a new fort in 1815, and Mr. Gris- 
wold believes this mutilated" drawing to 
be tlie one lie is after. 
He h/is pur- 
chased a copy of the Freeman map, and 
is investigating the details of the other. 


A copy of tliis mutilated map should 
appear in the forthcoming book, however, 
^rd efforts to secure it will-be made, so 
it will also be of service in the building 
of the pageant scene.

United States csnator to fill the vacancy 
created by the death of Indiana's dintin- - 
finished senior senator, Benjamin Frank- 
lin Shivery, and I am sending you your 
commission by the band of our mutual 
friend, Joseph L. lleiley. I beg you to 
believe- me that it affords me genuine 
pleasure to give you this appointment.

The Associated Press) ^-Offid»l figures 
just given out by the department of la- 
bor inspection show a revival of indus- 
try and a decrease'in tho number of idle 
workmen in France. More than half of 
the industrial and commercial establish- 
ments of the country dosed at the be- 
ginning of the war, when an average of 
twenty-four per cent, of the workmen 
we»e called to the colon. 
Forty-two 


per cent, were thrown out of, employ, 
me'nt by tho closing of the establish- 
ments, feavinjr. only thirty-four per cent 
continuing to earn' their wages. 
In 


"about 50,000 establishments inspected, 
1,700,000 workmen were employed in 
time of peaee. The figures fell to one- 
third of that number ia'-Augirst, 1915, 
iheu increased progressively to 1,300,000 
in January of this year, which is seven- 
ty;seven per cent, of the normal. Tak- 
ing into account the twenty-four per 
cent, mobilized, there tie actuilly em- 
ployed novt in ' French industries one 
per cent, more of workmen than before 
the war. 


"These figures -would seem incompatible 


with the fact that many industries 'are 
still" closed, but it is explained that, 
though building industries and a few 


others have less work since the war be- 
gan, other industries have more.

cost the government 
3,784,000 


francs to support idle' workmen in 
Paris »lone during the second half of 
January, 1915. In the second half of 
January 1918 this allowance had fallen 
to 1,524,000 francs. In some other cities 
the number of people out of employment 
has been reduced to ten per cent. 


Excepting among such employes as" 


'armcnt worker^ in Paris and kindred 
ndustriiis, all wages are higher, accord- 
ng to the official figures.

series of talks by clergymen setting 
forth the beliefs of the various denom- 
inations.

The speaker opened his remarks of 


the evening with the statement that

are in principle hostile to it. He spoke 
of prejudice and stated that prejudice 
is a weakness, a disease of the mind. .

"The Catholic church," proceeded Rev. 


Noll, "believe^ in the Trinity, in. other 
words in the three divine persons; the 
followers of the belief believe in the in- 
carnation of the Son of God -and.hence 
in the Divinity of Christ. They accept 
the entire Bible from beginning to end 
as containing God's revealed word, tut 
however, on the other, hand that 'it 
ceases to be. God's word when it is 
wrongly interpreted. 
They believe in- 


original sin and believe that Christ in- 
stituted, baptism^ to remove original sin 
and to impart a Tiew Jrirtb, or supernat- 
ural life of the soul; 


"The church also believes, that Christ 


instituted^ six other sacraments besides 
the sacrainent of Baptism. 
They be- 


lieve that without the sacrament of 
panance that baptism would be of little 
avail to most people. Hence, the church 
believes that Christ empowered his 
apostles and their successors, through 
another sacrament to remove sins com- 
mitted by people after baptism. They 
believe that when Christ instituted the 
sacrament of the Lord's Supper hat He 
gave His real flesh and Hood to the 
apostles and that at the sa'mt time He 
empowered them to do the same after 
he had ascended. 


"The Catholic church also believes in 


the immortality of the soul, a place of 
eternal rest and reward, and another 
place of eternal punishment. 
Follow- 


ers of this belief also believe that there 
is an" intermediate state of purification 
for those who cannot be classed with 
either the very good or the very bad. 
They believe that the souls of the class 
in 
the intermediate place, . which is 


termed purgatory, may be assisted by 
the prayers and good works' of ' the 
faithful on earth. Other beliefs of the 
church arc: A general judgment at .the
